REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As noted by 
applicant and supported by a prior art search, the prior art (including Gruber, US Patent 
No. 4,570,487) does not teach or fairly suggest varying the modulation of the ultrasonic 
energy by positioning the electromagnetic coil in different orientations with respect to 
the ultrasonic transducer. Edrich et al. (US Patent No. 5,476,438) does teach applying 
ultrasonic therapy and electromagnetic therapy in combination to a region of tissue to 
produce focused stimulation, but the electromagnetic coil is not positioned with different 
orientations in order to vary the modulation of the ultrasonic energy.
